Progress of LIbpral Prl^clplesi 

Looking back a few months, one dis- 
covora but litllo harmony of view 
and aotion upon the question of 
Kosponeiblc Governmoiit. Many of our 
roadorH will donblleBB remoinhur tho 
fnmous tbreo days' debate which took 
place in Iho Legislativo Couiunl npon 
this Bubject. On the .\8lh of March tho 
meinber for Now Westminster moved, 
tho Member for Yule-Lyttoa socouding, 
the following rcpolution :— 

"Wlicreft3 no union can bo cillicr ncceptnblo 
or satisfactory wliicli doea not confer uopa tlio 
people of Briiiab CoUr.:ibhv ns full control over 
their own loc»l nfT.'urs :ns oujoyed n. tbe 
Other provinces wiili whicli it is jiroposed to 
OonfedefBto, tberefore— 

RSSOI.VBD, that nn bumble ftddrcsa bo prcr 
gented to'his Excellency tlio Governor, ciirnest- 
tlv recom'endlDg that a constitution, biist-d upon 
the principle of Responsible Government hs 
cxiitinK in ibe I'roTlnce of Ontario, raiiy be 
conferred upon this colony coincident with its 
admlBiion into tho Dominion of Ciumdn.' 
' 'Wherenpon a debate arose whicIi ox- 
tended over three days and which, for 
tbeeurne8tn08B and ability displayed, 
was highly creditable to the Colony. 
"Upon a division being taken only six 
voted for tho resolution, viz: Kobsou, 
Barnard, Eing, Drake, Humphrey s, Do- 
Cosmoe,— all elective members. Of the 
fourtoou who voted agfunPt the renolu- 
tion there wore ibrco eloclivo inomberh, 
viz, HelmccUcn, UurruU, DowdDcy. 
Thus it will bo cbf-erved that all the 
officiul members aud three ot the elec- 
tive members voted ogainHi tho inaug- 
uration of Eeeponeible Govoinraetii m- 
mnltufCOUHly with the adinieEion of the 
Colony into tho Dominion, and that his 
out of tho niiio elective mernbyra voted 
for i!. It may bo mtercstin-,' to watch 
tbo present attitude of iho persons und 
DiBtriotsand tee bow they now stand 
in relation to thisqae-tiou ns compared 
with the pot*ition taken eight monihH 
ago. To begin with Dr lielnickon, we 
found that yeotlemun oj-posing llor^por,- 
Biblo Govoriimenl upon the yiouud that 
tho country wiis not prepated for it, the 
the people did not n reality desiro it, 
and tbot it meant otiice, ppoilfl, oorrap- 
tion— government by and for professional 
politicians. Bat the Doctor wont on u 
mission to Ottawa, w,' ere tho fcales 
to Bomo extent fell Irom his oyc-^. und 
whore many of his prejudices gate way. 
Moreover, he Itarned that his own con- 
BtitoentBdld do it's K spo .^blo G .vern- 
ment, and wcro prepu ed to inuke thai 
an i-Hue at iho poil-^. TUeret'jre, m 
bin published aodre 3 bo U found to say, 
'Tho suhs.itulion of a purely repre.sen- 
tative and responsible for tie 
present form of Covernmont may 
• ■ be regarded as one of tho 
consrqne.-ces of Confederation. Thm 
language is vat^o and non-eoiumittu). 
wo admit; yet it is scarc.-ly inoro so 
than the other portions of the addres:'. 
If it meaus auylliing it is an accep'unce 
of the fitoatiou— Ktspon^iblo Govern- 
ment with Confederation. Taking Dr 
Oarrall next in ordor, wo f. und that gen- 
tleman opposing R.^spnnsiblo Govvn - 
meat du. ing la-t soisiou as a complex 
and expensive inaehinory utterly unsuit- 
od to the prosonl wants and condition 
of the country, so much so that he com- 
pared the introdaotion of that tonn ot 
Government into this Colony to the ^ ap- 
plicutloi of tho machinery ot the Great 
JSastern steamship to a duiry-churo. 
And ho aldo denied that the people of 
British Columbia desired that, form 
Oi aovernment. Speaking more partic- 
ularly for b.B own constituents, he was 
quito positive that they did not desire 
it But ho, too, wont on a misMoa 
Ottawa. Ho h^w that form of Govern- 
moot fonfeired uoon a smaller and le.ss 
fit Province, und ho leagued that too 
Dominion Siatesmeu bad no desire, but 
a very distinct disincliDation, to adminis- 
ter tho local affairs of any Province from 
Ottawa. And lio, too, reiurued to hi.s 
constitutOiit. Tn.t he has learned that 
the people of Cariboo do desire Respond 
Bible Government ai.d arc determined 
to have it, may be mierred from tho 
lact that in his pubh-hed address ho 
promises to ' nupp-nl i a introduction 
Blmultanoously «iLh iho p"liucul on- 
fronohisomeniol Briti-h Colnmo.a on its 
Gxehang,r,^ tho proseni anomalous po.u. 
lion for that of uM indopondeiiL l^ro/inco 
in the noblo Dominion of Canada. 
This is in strange but happy contrasl 
tfitb that i'entlLMniu.'H niterances upon 
the same q ie-n.n .luring tho livjt ho^mo.i 
of the L'.gishitivo Louncil. Ibo 
remaining ono ol tho thr.o elective 
members who opposed lioBpouaible 
Government during last session was Mr 
Dewdney, who sat for the Koolonuy 
District; While saying leM ho was no 
less pronounced m bis oppasititj.. de- 
clairning that ullhough ho had boon 
twelve yearrt in the Colony, and had 
been thrown in contact with all classes, 
ho had yet to meet the first man who 
expressed a desire for that form of Qov- 
«rnmeal I It may snffioe to ntaio that 
the gentleman who made this astouud" 
inti! fiatomont has n>.t sought re election, 
but b.iH turned 'honont miner, and gone 
to di.' for "Oid on GermaoBcn Crook. It 
will Uiuri bo seen that of tho threo tlec 
tivo members who opposed ll-.-sponsiblo 
Government two have sinco beoomu 
converts to it. Bat thoro is another h.ct 
entitled to notice. During that debate 
it was apsevtod over and over a«ain 
that tho cry was only tamed by pro- 
foBsioual poliiicianj, that the people did 
not desiro Ke.ponsiblo Govornincnt. 
Look at the Districts at tho prcseia 
' moment. In this city every candidate 
has declared lor ii; m Victoria Dis- 
trioL tho person who has just been ro- 
tuined without opposition protcBiios to 



be in f awor. of it.««lD.vthe..fNe w»*W.e«i^^ 
minster Dietriorone caudtdatb bas de- 
clared lor it while tho other, although 
opposed to it in heart, dared not pro- 
nounce nirainal it. In the Yale-Lytt'tn 
Dictrict iV must bo presnoiod that, al- 
though reticent on that point, the can- 
didate likely to be BUOcesBtul is prepared 
to vote for it, while tho othor Candi- 
date has very emphatically pronounced 
lor it. That the olector.s of this District, 
like thaae of Inow WeBimlnster, are de- 
cidedly for it ciuHiol bu doubted. lo tho 
Lillooet District all tho candidates have 
pronouncedlor it. . In the Cariboo Dis- 
trict the only candidate in the field, eo 
far BB wo are aware, has, »s wo hove 
seen, been committed to the principle 
and pronouueetl for it. I" iho Koot- 
euuy District, the only caudidaie, so far 
as yet known, in deoidedly in I'avor of ii. 
Look at tho Prcsa of tho colony. The 
local Press has been unif'Tinly in favor 
of IleBponaiblo Roverninent throughout 
the controversy, althougn Iho journal 
which has atlaineU a sort of of epheme- 
ral i xiHionce did present tho sysiem in 
the most hideous and rcvoUifg aspect. 
The paper published in Caribou, somo- 
limo lukewarm, now ardently espnusos 
i he cause of lloHponsiblo Governmoiit, 
and expo-ea with much lorco and ability 
Iho (lunger ol being coniout to seek it 
under tho present constitution after 
Union. The paper published at N"ow 
Westminster forms tho only exco[ition. 
It is offering Reiponsible Govemmeut a 
bitter and unique opposition. Hut, in 
this at least, it cannot be taken an re • 
l.ireHoiitiiig tlio opinion of the jieople oi 
that District, beyond, perhaps, tho small 
knot of a baker's dozon, upon whom it 
bas lo rely for a precarious exisicnee. 
Thus facts all concur in pointing lo the 
one conclusion that the verdi'H ol the 
election and the elected will bo that lle- 
sponsiblo GovernmoDt shall ba couforrcd 
upon this colony siraultaneoaily with its 
admission into the Dominion of Canada.
